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llighlights 


Nationalism has driven every country in the world to have a farm 
DFrOogramo 


Deficit agricultural countries have stepped up and subsidized 
farm production, erested trade barriers and cut down imports. 


Surplus agricultural countrics have farm vrograms to expand exports, 
protect prices. 


In aggressor nations farm programs have been a part of thoir 
"total war" plans. 


The American farm vrogram is the result of the same world forces 
of nationalism which caused other countries to adopt farm programs. 


The American farm program is different from most others because it 
4e voluntary, is democratically controlled by farmers, provides a 
system of abundance throush ever-normal granary, emphasizes cone 
servation, makes vrovisicn for the underprivileged in agriculture, 
and increases domestic consumption. 


The American farm program was conceived in peace, but is now ea 


‘bulwark of our national defense.

the war did not stert merely with certain military movenents in 


@ particuler part of Evrope. It started years ago, with rigorous efforts 


made by nation after nation to meet a world crisis which they felt tighten- 
ing around them. their efforts to meet this crisis was not accompanied 

by bugle blare, machinegun rettle, or crash of bomb. Sut on the part of 
the agurossor nations it was warlike action, nevertheless. 


It was based on a determination to import as little as poseible 
from other lands, to erect tariff walls end other trade barriers, to arm 
to the teeth in a military way and every other way. It meant living unto— 
themselves, self-centered and in feare Aggressor sation or peaceful nation, 


all were driven by eoonomic necessity into some form of national farm

Our own netional farm program started about the time that satler — 


and the Nazi party came into power in Germeny. ‘the same world-wide 


economic orisis which save iitler his chance to build up aggressive military — 
power forced upon American farmers the necessity of building up their 


defensive economic power. . During the sane vears that ilitler was reducing 


Gernen agricultural life, and “erman economic life in general, to mechanized 
rezimentation, American farmers were building up their strusture of eco- 
nomic democracye The American program is slastic, yot efficient, organized 
but not compulsory, broadly naticnal yet allowing room for necessary local 


variation. 


These two national farm programs developed along different Lines, 
yet both of them were products of a world writhing in a s,ost-war economy. 
For one thing, the threats of ruin our program was launched to defend ua 
azainst were definitely brought on by the huge dislocations caused by 
the actual military struggle of a quarter-century ago. | 


Conflicting "Grand Strategies" on tiorld Tarn Front 


The agricultural phase of this now world-wide economic war brouzht 
out with increasing clearness to all the to types of “grand etratezy" 


being developed by nations finding themselves facing two different types © 


of azricultural disaster. One type of grand strategy was developed by 
agricultural deficit countries, which hac +o import a large proportion 
of the farm commodities they consumed. The other type of srand stratesy 


_ was developed by agricultural surplus countries, which faced farm unemploy- 


ment end bankruptcy because they produced wore farm cormodities than they 


- gould possibly consume. ‘They found their former export trade increasingly 


out off as the oanic-stricken deficit countries pursued nore and more 
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egy of day by day , year by year, expanding their own 
or allowing farm imports only from nations with which they 
advantageous barters. In short, the surplus nations feared 


ais All AAA comitteemen know in which class the United States falls: 
agricultural surplus nation. They kriow that our grand strategy hes been 
thet of seeking to keep the great lend and sea routes of agricultural 
trade open, 80 that our farm economy would not perish, smothered by its 
Pra ey _own surplus. Increasingly, too, AAA comaitteemen have lmown that they 
ten fin. _ were playing @ vital and adventurous role in the farm fight. ‘They were 
Fie holding the line for America. ‘They were defending their country by 
building up and maintaining an armament of agriculture, an effective 
service of supply which would make their homeland not only able to feed 
and clothe itself and its friends, but able to sustain its farmers in 
the process so that they would not lose their footing nor their health 
nor their morale nor the hope in the hearts of their children. 


The Log of the World Depression

| Finenoial collapse in Centrel surope began with the feilure of 
the Credit-Anstalt of Vienna in the early summer of 1951, followed by 
nd the large-scale withdrawal of capital from Sernenye In September, 1951, 
——s—=“s Great Britain suspended the gold standards The Seandinevian countries 
followed suit as did Japan in lecenbor, 1951, so that within e very 
short time more than half the world had abandoned the gold standards 
(The United States did so in “arch, 1933.) Financiel default became the 
order of the daye By 1934, billions of dollars of United States private 
long-term loans to European end Latin Ancricen countries were in default.

In the September 1930 elections, Hitler's Nezi party registered 


a tenfold increases. By the autum of 1932, both the Neszi and Communist 


parties had made spectaculer gains and both were sworn foes of the 
Weimar Republics. By June 1933, the Mazi dictatorship had made itself 
supreme in Germanye In the meantime, Japan had inveded Manchuria and 
orgenized it into a puppet state (February 1952) under Japanese domina- 
tione The American national farm program was launched, by the sizning 
on May 12, 19335, of the Agricultural Adjustment Aate 


fen months after the signin: of the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
Secretary Wallace in his statement “Amerioa Must Choose”, brought out 
the relation between the national ferm program in this country and the 
things thet wero going on in other countriess He seid: 


“Ne are approaching in the world today one of the 
most dramatic moments in historye Will we allow 
catastrophe to overtake us and, as a result, forse 
us to retire to a more simple, peasantelike form 
of existence, or will we meet the challenze and 
expand our hearts, so thet wa are fitted to wield 
with sefety the power whish is ours almost for ths 
asking? From the point of view of transportation 
and commmication, the world is more nearly one 
world then ever beforee From the point of view of 
tariff wells, nationalist strivings, and the like, 
the nations of the world are more separated today 
than ever before. Week by week tension is increase 
ing to an unbelievable degree. Hore resides both 
danger end opportunitye" 


Contrast Between Dictator and American Programs 


But while Secretary Wallace thus voiced the realization of 
American farmors that our ovm national progrem was in its origins 
scomnested with the world cconomic Cislocation, he made it plain 
that the spirit animating ovr progrem wes one of international 


cooporation rather than of nationalistic azgression. He saids 


"Phe religious keynote, the economic keynote, the 
scientific keynote of the new age must be the overe- 
whelming realization that mankind now has such mental 
and epirituel powers and such control over nature that 
the doctrine of the struggle for existence is 
definitely outmeded and repleced by the higher lew of 
eooperationsees This cooperation to which I refer 
depends for its strength on a revival of a deep 
recognition on the part of the individucl that the 
world ig in very truth one world, that human nature 
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4s such that all men can look on each other as 
brothers, that the potentialities of neture and 
science ere so fareveaching as to remove many of 
the ancient limiteationse This scnoeption which 
mow seems cloudy and vague to practical pseple 
must be more than the religious experlense of the 
mystice It must grow siae by side with a new 
social discipline which leaves free the soul of 
mens Never bas thors been such a glorious chances 
to develop this feeling as im tiie country teday.” 


But this wes not the attitude deminant in Germeny, either in ite 
farm progrem, or in other matterse Ths result wes that shortly after 
Hitler's advent to power, Germany was organized on a totalitarien and 
"“war-sconomy" basise Billions of dollars were spont on rearmanent ond 
militarization of the whole countrys The slogan "“saxmnons instead of 
butter," was coined by responsible members of the Reich governmente 
Racial and religious porseoution became widsspread in the Third Reichs 
This was accompanied by preachments of Germanic superiority and the 
@lleged desay of democracy and liberalismae This ws further transiated 
into action by the forcible annexation of Austria and the Sudetenland, 
the invasion of Bohemia-Moravia, and finally the wer against Poland 
which brought on the present Huropean ware 


Wars, and warlike Farm Programs 


In the meantime, Italy had invaded end aymexed Ethiopia (1536) 
end Albania (April 1939), while Japan had made further military ade 
vances into large sections of Chinese territory. Soviet Russia, 
Germany, and Italy were involved in the Spenish civil war (July 1936- 
March 1939). 


Adequate supplies of food in wartime are of first importance. 
This explains, in part, the morenent toward economic, and perticularly, 
agricultural self-sufficiency in Germany anc Italy in the lest fow years. 
Agriculture im these countries, and espscielly so in Germany, has been 
strictly regimentede Emphasis has been put on expanding the production 
of foodstuffs wherever possiblee Marketing, prices, importa, end ex= 
ports of agriculturel products have heen strictly controlled under this 
totelitarian set-up, which obtains likewise in Soviet Fussiae 


These measures, which vhen stated summarily, have little lifs or 
color in them, were in the actusl carrying out full of human struggle, 
auguish, yes, amd even violent ceath. In Germany, as part of the intenss 
nationalistic drive for self-sufficionsy, there developed a stern 
doctrine of the farmer beinz so closely tied to his land that it was as 
though he were a vegstable upgrowtn from the soll subject to a national 
unitye In Italy, the draining of marshes and the making of new land 
where precious wheat and other foodstuffs could grow, was achieved with 
@ worlike martial fenfare which drematized the national farm program of 
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the modern dictatorship. It recallod memorics of the stormy dream= 
background of the ancient Timpire, as though the farm people were 
merchinz in old Ceeseax's very lezionse In Russia, there was the 
equivalent of conscription on the farm program fronte Peasants 

were driven into exile, into forced labor, or wore starved for faile- 
ing enthusiastically to accent or work the huge collective farmse 
Compared with all this relentless regimentation in a period of soe 
called “peace,” our own nationnl farn program, despite ite difficulties, 
has been an orderly and comfortable affair from the start 


Trade Barricrs "rected in Eeonomic War 


International scononmic relations throughout tho period of world 
economic depression have beon merked by the growth and intensification 
of trade barrierse The year 1930 witnessed on almost universal ine 
grease in tariff dutiss on imported commodities, particularly egri- 
cultural produets. These were lifted to unprecedented levels in 
several European countries. (In the United States, the smoot+Hawley 
Tariff Aot became effective on June 17, 19&Oe) Apparently the greatly 
increased teriff rates did not restrict imports as much as the various 
European countries desired, because in 1951 end thereafter import 
quotes, import licenses, forcigneexchange ellocations end other devises 
were adopted in order effectively to throttle imports. 


Among these vurious devices, the import quota or licensing systen 
was the most effective mothod of reducing or restricting importss Total 
imports of a particular commodity during a given period were strictly 
confined to a specified quentity, regardless of price, rete of duty, or 
other factorse Foreign-exchange control, that is, limiting the total 
emount tho nation could spend for imported products, proved to be the 
next most effective way of limiting exportse Often, both methods were 
UsSGGs 


Trade Agroemnonts Our Defense 


The total effect of these various trade barriers on foreign takings 
of United States farm products has been vory unfavorablee The effect has 
been reduced because the United States has broken through some of these 
trade barriers with our reciprocal trade agreement program. This was 
begun in 1934 and has been extended to 21 countries. Under this program, 
wo have reduced our tariff rates where sush reductions were warranted 
in exchange for reductions ia foreign import dutics on United States com- 
modities, especially agricultural products.

Commodity price control or price-bolstering measures have been 
the most common feature of farm programs in the various foreign counties. 
This has been in addition to tariff increases, import quotas, and foreigne- 
exchenge control which have applied to industrial products es welle Two 
broad classes of price control may be traceds Most of the price control 
schemes fall within these classos: (1) fixed prices, which my be 
; mandetory for all transactions, or minimm prices, and (2) guerenteed 

: pricese 


Prices Fixod in Many Countrios 


Fixed prices are generally used in totelitarien countries such as 
Germany, the Soviet Union, and Italy. There it extends not only to agrie- 
cultural prices but to the whole national price structuree It forms a 
part of a state-regimented economic systeme In other countries, as a 
rule, fixed prices take the form either of minimm prices below which 
farmers may not sell their products, or of maximum pricese Examples are 

the French minimm wheat price established in 1953, maximum retail 
prices for milk in the United Kingdom, end guaranteed prices for wheat 
end hops in the United Kingdoms Other important examples are minimum 
prices for wheat in Canadas for wheat, flaxseed, end scorn in Argentina; 
and guaranteed prices for deiry products in New Zealand. 


Governmental aid to agriculture abroad has in most instences been 
applied on a commodity basise This has besn done, more often than not, 
through the establishment of marketing control agencies. Restriction 
of production, however, to strengthen price control and price-supporting “i 
measures, has not been prominent in foreign countries, with the noteble ey, 
exception of animal products in the Netherlonds end Dennarko hone

Germany Regiments Her Farmers 


As before indicated, Germany is the outstanding exemple of & 
toteliterian deficit country. In thst country the farmer is strictly 
regimented in virtually everything he doese For instance, Gorman farm- 
ers can market their livestock only under the Goverment's express per- 
missione The Government specifies the partioular market to which the 
stock mast be delivered at the price fixed by the Govorunent according 
to the grade or quality of the product, tins of year, location of market, 
and other specified factorse Basic quotas for bread grains (rye and 
wheat) for anmal delivery are assigned some two million German farmerse 


In other words, cGerran asriculture is orgenized on a corporative 
(totalitarian) basis, with price fixings or price control of practically 
all farm products all along the line from primary producer to the con= 

gumere Infractions of this price control system are punishable by 
| fines up to 100,000 Reichsvartks (349,000) end/or imprisoumente Certain.
